H.R. 854 would act as a check, to a 
•large degree self -executing, on Govern- 
ment recordkeeping. Under this bill, 
each agency maintaining records con-* 
cerning any individual would have to, 
first, notify the individual that such a 
record exists; second, notify the individ- 
ual of air transfers of such information; 
third, disclose information from such 
records only’ with the consent of the in- 
dividual or when legally required; 
fourth, maintain a record of all persons 
inspecting such records; fifth, permit the 
individual to inspect his records, make 
copies of them, and supplement them. 

The bill provides exceptions -in coses 
of national security and' investigation 
for purposes of criminal prosecutions, as 
'veil as safeguards for informants, initi- 
ally it would cause some inconvenience 
to Government o facials, but the benefits 
cf creating a system of protection arc' 
eminently worth thi,s cost.
